FROM MADISON. 


We have received the twcnty*sixth annu­ 
al report of the Trustees of the Wbcousln 
Institute for the Education of the .Deaf 
and Dumb. The number of inmates at 
the date ol the report—October 1st, 1877 
was 182, and the expenditures for the year 
were $31,420,25, which was within the 
legislative appropriations last year. 
The 
amount asked of the Legislature this winter 
| is placed at $30,000, which will cover the 
regular current expenses. No special appro­ 
priations are called for at this session. It 
seems that in the industrial departments of 
the Institute, several trades |are taught, and 
manufacturing carried on, but which are 
rarely ever more than self-sustaining saying 
nothing of being a source of Income to the 
Institute.

An organization ut 5,000 has been effected, 
and the Rev. Mr. Starks has been sent by 
them to investigate the advantages of Hayti 
and San Domingo. 
He has obtained a 
great deal ot information, but has been un­ 
decided as to what was best for the colored 
men to do. He had an interview with the 
President to-day, and laid the situation be­ 
fore him. 
The President embodied his 
views on the question in a brief letter to 
Mr. Starks, of which the following is a 
copy: 
Executive; Mansion, Jan. 14. 1878, The 
Rev. Mr. Starks, Dear Sir.—I have given 
some consideration to your question as to 
the emigration of colored people from 
Florida to san Domingo. I am not well 
informed as the advantages offered by San 
Domingo to immigrants, but my impression 
is that your people should not be hasty in 
deciding to leave this country. The mere 
difference In climate is a very serious ob­ 
jection to removal. The first generation 
in all such removals suffer greatly. 
It is 
my opinion, also. that me evils which now 
affect you are likely steadily, and, I hope, 
rapidly to dimiuiah. My advice is there­ 
fore against the proposed emigration.

Council Bluffs, Iowa, Jan. 14.—William 
Martin, who stabbed and instantly killed 
a (young Roan named Frank Briggs, in 
Washington Township, this county, in the 
early part of December last, came lo Coun­ 
cil Bluffs last evening and voluntarily sur­ 
rendered himself to the authorities. He is 
now in jail. 


DECIDED. 


An Im portant Decision from the V. S. D is­ 
trict Court. 
Madison, Jan. 13.—In the United States 
District Court yesterday, an important de­ 
cision was rendered in the case brought by 
Grod Mason, assignee for Hale & Whit­ 
ney, against W. J. Clifford, of Stevens 
Point. In May last the planing mill ot E. 
M. Copps was burned, together with $150,- 
000 worth of lumber, $90,000 of which 
was set on fire by sparks trom defendant’s 
mill. This was a test case, some $40,000 
more being involved in other suits. Judge 
Bonn to-day instructed the jury to render 
a verdict in favor of Clifford. This virtu­ 
ally disposes ot the other suits.

aet quality ot fruit, similar throughout, not 
ripe and fair on top and green and gnarly 
beneath the surface. 


Clapt. Robert H. Parrott. 
Early in the civil war a new system of 
rifled ordnance was introduced into the 
military and naval service, and before the 
rebellion WU over Parrott guns and pro­ 
jectiles were more conspicuous, perhaps, 
both at the front and in the|peaceful towns 
and cities of the north, than any other 
known material of modern warfare. This 
new kind of ordnance was first used at the 
battle of Bull Run. July 21, 1861. From 
that time until the closing operations of the 
war.beiore Mobile these gnus were con­ 
spicuously and successfully used by both 
army and navy. In Gen. Gilmore's oper­ 
ations against Fort Sumter and Charleston, 
8. C., in 1863-4, one of these guns—a 38- 
pounder—was fired from Cummiog’s Point 
4.000 times before bursting, aud generally 
at 40 degrees elevation, with charges of 
three and threequarters pounds of powder. 
3,253 reached the city of Charleston, a dis- 
tan be of not less than four miles. This was 
considered the most noted instance of en­ 
durance of cannon on record.

rloughing the Bed of the Ocean. 
During the past summer we witnessed 
deep sea ploughing in the harbor of Bel­ 
fast, Maine. The bottom of the bay is 
covered with a tenacious, clayey deposit, 
into which the steam shovel penetrates 
with difficulty; and to loosen it a huge 
Michigan plough was set at work under 
the water drawn by steam power on the 
shore, using a wire rope to form connec­ 
tions. The water at high tide was about 
twenty icet deep when the plough was 
working. The man that held it was en­ 
cased in the diver’s armor, and connected 
with an air pump on board a floating ves­ 
sel above. He came up at our request, and 
after removing his air-tight helmet and 
conversing for a few moments was again 
put in connection with the pump, and dis­ 
appearing under the water, went on with 
the ploughing. This to us was a novel 
proceeding, and so tar as we can learn, it 
was the first experiment of the kind ever 
made.—Boston Journal of Chemistry.

These hides are 
worth at this place from $1 to $1.60 each. 
The generally accepted idea of the excit­ 
ing chase rn buffalo hunting Is not the plan 
pursued by the men who make it a regu­ 
lar business. 
They use the needle sum 
with telescope, buy the powder by the keg 
and their lead in bulk, and the shells, and 
make their owe cartridges. The guns in a 
party of hunters are used only by one or 
two men, who say they usually kill a drove 
of thirty or lorty buffaloes on one or two 
acres of ground. 
As soon es one is killed 
the whole herd, smelling the blood, collect 
around the dead body, snuffing aod paw­ 
ing up the ground, and uttering a singular 
noise. 
The hunter continues to shoot 
them down as long as he can remain con­ 
cealed, or amil the last animal bites the 
dos*. The buffalo pays no attention to the 
report of a gun, and flees only at the sight 
or scent of his enemy. 
The others of the 
party then c ?supy their«elvci in •‘peel­ 
ing.” Some ol these have b 'ome so skil­ 
ful they offer to bet they eau skin a five or 
six-year-old bull rn five minutes. The 
meat is also eaved and sent to market, and 
commands a go< I price.

death it reverted to General Curt!* Lee, 
who brings this suit of ej cement.

dred acres of . e land in which there are 
buried nearly sixteen thousand soldier.*, in­ 
cluding a few hundred of the Confederate 
army.
